Probably tile most farreaching action I 
of the city fathers at their regular meet- ! 
ing Monday evening was the adoption 
of instructions to the finance committee 
directing them to investigate tho mat­ 
ter of improved system s of bookkeeping 
for tho city and authorizing them to 
employ expert help if necessary in de­ 
termining upon a system to recommend. 
This action was taken upon tho recom­ 
mendation of Mayor O’Brien. 
Aldermen Farrar, Halladay, Gardner, 
Armstrong, Opsahl, Twohey and P eter­ 
son and President Johnson were pres­ 
ent to roll call when tho meeting was 
called to order. 
Tho financial report of the city clerk 
was road and approved. 
It showed tho 
floating indebtedness of tfie city Juno 
first to havo been $30,097.37, and May 
first 328,195.45, an increase during the 
month of May of $1,902.42. 
The superintendent of electric light 
recommended that tho matter of the 
rental of electric power to tho Mahlum 
Lumber company bo fixed at STO per 
month, tho same being acceptable to 
that company. 
Tho 
recommendation 
was accepted and the contract ordered 
drawn on that basis. 
Tho finance com m ittee asked further 
time in the matter of tho bill for tho 
rent of tho haymarket, which was grant­ 
ed. 
The salary of Peter Christenson, elec­ 
tric light trimmer, was fixed nt $50 per 
month. 
The city clerk 
was instructed to ad­ 
vertise for bids for lat“ral sewers “J ” 
and “K.” 
An agent of the Austin-Western com­ 
pany, was present and made a proposi­ 
tion to ship a street sweeper to the city 
on approval. 
The price of tho machine 
was to bo $300, and the matter was re­ 
ferred to the street committee with in­ 
structions to report at next meeting.

foes, but owing to her internal en e­ 
mies, “who are seeking to seize the 
supreme power by blinding the poo

with dreams 
of free 
lands." 
The address assures 
tho emperor 
that the nobility are persuaded that 
the real Russian people have Im plicit 
confidence in the “supreme autocratic 
power as essential 
to the regen era­ 
tion arid developm ent of the country.”

declare the inviolability of property, 
W’hich Is the foundation of tho state 
and is in the Interest of a purely -■<. 
cubistic regime. 
The address Insists that tho only
